Student  Wards  Offer  Dept 


The  violations  of  conduct  that  could  result  in  suspension  or  expulsion 
from  BYU  as  explained  in  the  policy  statement  made  last  week  are: 

1)  Failure  to  live  the  high  moral  standards  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  including  the  law  of  chastity. 

2)  Dishonesty,  including  cheating,  plagiarism,  or  knowingly 
furnishing  false  information  to  the  University. 

3)  Forgery,  malicious  destruction,  damage,  alteration  or  misuse  of 
University  documents,  records  or  identification. 

4)  Obstruction  or  disruption  of  teaching,  research,  administration, 
disciplinary  procedures  or  other  University  activities,  including  its 
public  service  functions. 

5)  Physical  abuse  of  any  person  on  University-owned  or  supervised 
property  or  at  University-sponsored  or  supervised  functions  or  conduct 
which  threatens  or  endangers  the  health  or  safety  of  such  a person. 

6)  Theft  or  damage  to  property  of  the  University  or  of  a member  of 
the  University  community  or  campus  visitors. 

7)  Unauthorized  entry  to  or  use  of  University  facilities. 

8)  Vandalism,  stealing,  or  kidnapping  committed  either  on  or  off 
campus. 

9)  Violation  of  University  policies  or  regulations  concerning  the 
registration  and/or  functioning  of  student  organizations. 

10)  Use,  possession  or  distribution  of  narcotics  or  other  dangerous 
drugs,  including  but  not  limited  to  amphetamines,  barbiturates, 
hallucinogenic  drugs,  marijuana  and  LSD  except  as  they  may  be 
prescribed  by  a licensed  practicing  physician. 

11)  Violation  of  rules  governing  residence  in  University-owned 
housing  or  approved  off-campus  housing. 

12)  Disorderly,  lewd,  indecent,  obscene  or  otherwise  illegal  or 
immoral  conduct  or  expression  on  or  off  campus. 

1 3)  Failure  to  comply  with  directions  of  University  officials  acting  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties. 

14)  Failure  to  adhere  to  University  standards  of  dress. 

15)  Use  of  tea,  coffee,  alcoholic  beverages  or  tobacco  in  any  form. 

The  standards  spelled  out  here  give  all  students  a chance  to  know 

what  is  expected  of  them  at  BYU.  We  often  plead  ignorance  to  the 
rules.  It’s  too  late  now!

Provo,  Y Relationship  Aired 


(The  following  interview  was 
conducted  by  Universe  Eklitor  Roger 
Gillespie  with  Provo  Mayor  Verl 
Dixon.) 


Does  the  city  have  any  plans  to 
correlate  clean-up  activities  for  Y 
Day  with  BYU  this  year? 


Dixon:  Yes,  I think  we  have  a 


little  better  working  relationship 
this  year  than  in  the  past.  The 
parks  and  recreation  director 
works  directly  with  BYU  and  this 
year  we  have  several  students 
working,  such  as  the  last  year’s 
student  body  president.  We  are 
very  happy  with  the  arrangement 
we  have  on  Y Day,  because  the 
students  become  more  conscious 
of  city  problems  and  they  become 
more  identified  with  the 
community. 

Since  Bob  Hope  will  be  here  April 
10,  what  is  the  city  planning  to  do 
to  make  this  a special  occasion?

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Southern  Illinois  Captures 
Women's  National  Gymnastic  Meet

The  second  Annual  Division  of 
girl’s  and  women’s  sports 
gymnastics  meet  is  over,  but  the 
impressions  it  left  behind  on  the 
minds  of  the  Provo  residents  and 
students  who  attended  the 
two-day  affair  will  long  be 
remembered. 

The  two  action  packed  days  had 
all  the  elements  of  elegance, 
gracefulness,  beauty  and  poise. 
The  competitors  representing  37 
colleges  and  univverities 
throughout  the  U.S.,  were 
overwhelmingly  enthusiastic 
about  the  BYU  facilities  and  the 
congenial  hospitality  expressed  by 
BYU  meet  representatives  and 
hosts. 

Southern  Illinois  University 
revenged  last  year’s  heartbreaking 
loss  to  Springfield  College  by 
capturing  the  class  1 team 
championship  with  a hard  fought 
100.05-96.00  showing.  Springfield 
College,  however,  bowed  out  in 
true  championship  form  by 
matching  Southern  Illinois  point 
for  point  before  Southern  Illinois 
pulled  away  on  the  uneven 
parallel  bars  to  gain  the  victory. 

For  Southern  Illinois  it  was  a 
sweet  victory  after  last  year’s 
heartbreaking  defeat.  Southern 
Illinois  Coach,  Herb  Vogel  stated, 
“I  am  pleased,  very  pleased  with 
the  girls’  showing.  We  wanted  to 
win  so  much  last  year,  but  were 
edged  out.  However,  this  was  our 
year.” 

Springfield  gymnastics  coach 
Mimi  Murray  commented,  “The 
girls  did  not  perform  the  way  we 
are  capable  of  performing.” 
Murray  also  stated,  “I  am  very 
well  pleased  with  the  girls’  over-all 
performances,  but  we  did  not 
achieve  the  caliber  we  are  capable 
of,  as  displayed  in  our  past 
meets.” 

In  the  class  II  competition 
Eastern  Washington  State 
captured  the  team  title  with  an 
86.85-72.15  margin  of  victory 
over  runner-up  San  Diego  State 
College. 

The  class  I all-around  category 
was  captured  by  a petite, 
blonde-haired,  blue-eyed  girl  from 
Sacramento  State  College,  Barbara 
Parcher. 

Barbara  a senior,  majoring  in 
physical  education,  and  also 
competing  in  her  last 
i n t e r - c o 1 1 e g i a t e DGWS 
competition,  displayed  a radiant 
glow  of  happiness  upon  being 
selected  as  the  all-around 
champion  in  class  I competition, 
and  seeing  the  caliber  of  the 
opposition  she  had  to  overcome, 
an  Olympic  champion  Wendy 
Cluff,  and  a College  All-American, 
Terry  SPencer,  Barbara  had  to  be 
at  her  very  best  and  she  was. 

Barbara  stated  after  the  meet, 
“I  am  very  happy  to  be  selected 
all-around  champion,  and  I feel 
that  Wendy  Cluff  is  a top 
gymnast,  but  she  had  a few 
troubled  spots,  while  I was  able  to 
remain  constant  in  each  event.” 
Miss  Parcher  also  commented  on 
the  BYU  facilities  by  saying,  “I 
was  impressed  by  the  added 
personality  BYU  gave  to  the  meet, 
also  the  student  Union  as  she 
called  it  meaning  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  and  the  bookstore  and 
those  beautiful  mountains  were 
unbelievable.” 

As  for  her  future  plans  Barbara 
wants  to  enter  the  U.S.  Nationals 
in  Las  Vegas  for  a possible 
qualification  to  the  World  Games, 
to  be  held  this  year  in  Yugoslavia. 
The  class  II  all-around 


championship  went  to  a scrappy 
competitor,  Beverly  Marquette, 
from  Long  Beach  College.  Beverly 
also  made  an  impressive  showing 
in  the  individual  category,  placing 
third  in  floor  exercise  against  the 
top  individual  performers  of  the 
advanced  class  I category. 

Olympian  Wendy  Cluff 
captivated  the  crowd  with  her 
attack  on  the  four  events  floor 
exercise,  vaulting,  balance  beam  - 
and  uneven  parallel  bars.  Wendy, 
in  Friday’s  preliminaries  had 
difficulty  in  the  uneven  parallel 
bars,  and  consequently  lost  an 
opportunity  to  capture  the 
all-around  category,  however,  she 
did  finish  second  .15  of  a point 
behind  Barbara  Parcher. 

However,  Saturday  night  was  a 
different  story  as  Wendy  came 
back  and  won  individual  on  floor 
exercise  and  balance  beam,  while 
placing  second  in  vaulting. 

Wendy  stated,  “In  the 
preliminaries  I was  not 
psyched-up  on  the  uneven  parallel

The  individual  honors  in 
vaulting  went  to  Caroline  Riddell, 
of  Southern  Illinois,  and  the 
uneven  parallel  bars  went  to 
another  Southern  Illinois  girl 
Karen  Smith.  Also,  much  credit 
should  be  given  to  those 
responsible  for  the  success  of  the 
DGWS.  Lu  Wallace,  BYU 
gymnastics  coach,  and  Dr.  Leona 
Holbrook,  chairman  of  the 
Women’s  Physical  Education 
Dept. 

Through  their  combined  efforts 
this  year’s  DGWS  championship 
was  a complete  success  as 
proclaimed  by  the  overwhelming 
praise  BYU  received  from  the 
coaches,  contestants  and  judges.

Many  Hours  Of  Early  Preparation 


Precede  Each  Art  Gallery  Exhibit 


In  the  center  of  the  main  floor 
of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  is 
the  B.F.  Larsen  art  gallery. 
Perhaps  for  many  of  the  students 
and  general  public,  who  come  to 
see  the  monthly  exhibits,  the 
process  of  displaying  the  exhibits 
seems  like  a simple  procedure. 
However,  according  to  Ronald 
Deane,  gallery  assistant,  many 
hours  of  early  preparation, 
organization  and  time  goes  into 
the  displaying  of  each  art  exhibit. 

First  of  aU,  explained  Deane, 
there  are  two  other  main  areas  of 
the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  in 
which  exhibits  are  shown.  These 
are  the  secured  gallery,  located  to 
the  right  of  the  ticket  office  on 
the  main  floor,  and  the  wall  space 
on  both  fourth  and  fifth  levels. 
Therefore  three  exhibits  must  be 
prepared  every  month. 

Though  BYU  has  many  pictures 
in  its  own  private  collection,  the 
majority  of  exhibits  come  from 
traveling  shows.  Working  closely 
with  the  Western  Association  of 
Museums,  over  half  of  the  exhibits 
are  from  the  Utah  area. 

Scheduling,  said  Deane,  is  a 
process  which  must  begin  at  least 
six  months  prior  to  display. 
Preferring  to  schedule  one  year 
ahead,  many  collections  have 
already  been  scheduled  for  the 
1970-71  school  year.  Collections 
are  scheduled  according  to  the 
time  they  will  be  traveling  in  the 
area. 

Early  scheduling  is  even  more 
important  if  an  organization 
wants  an  exhibit  displayed  which 
relates  to  an  activity  on  campus. 
An  example  would  be  the  Book  of 
Mormon  display  which  was  shown

the  same  time  that  the  Book  of 
Mormon  production  was  given  in 
the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall. 

Two  weeks  before  an  exhibit  is 
shown,  all  information  and  photos 
must  be  turned  in  to  the  news 
bureau  for  advance  publicity. 
Then  a printed  program  is  made. 
When  the  exhibit  arrives  it  must 
be  unpacked  and  arranged  in  the 
designated  gallery.  Often  Deane 
has  to  make  labels  with  short 
descriptions  for  each  picture. 
After  the  collection  has  been 
shown,  crates  must  be  made  to 
ship  the  collection  back. 

Since  there  are  three  display 
areas,  the  amount  of  work  each 
month  is  tripled.  But  the 
astonishing  fact  comes  when  one 
finds  out  that  the  major  portion 
of  this  work  is  done  by  two  men, 
Ronald  Deane  and  Francis  R. 
Magleby,  gallery  director.  Deane  is 
also  in  charge  of  the  storage  and 
maintenance  of  BYU’s  private 
collection. 

In  describing  the  contents  of 
the  private  collection,  Deane 
noted  that  the  most  valuable 
collection  is  the  Mohonri  Young 
estate.  Consisting  of  15  to  20 
thousand  pieces,  Deane  feels  that 
the  collection  is  worth  at  least 
$2,000,000.  Mohonri  Young  is 
well-known  for  his  designing  of 
the  “This  Is  The  Place”  and 
“Seagull”  monuments. 

Among  the  other  more  valuable 
collections  are  1)  the  Steed 
collection,  2)  a large  number  of 
paintings  by  B.F.  Larsen,  and  3) 
the  Maynard  Dixon  collection. 

Emphasis  is  being  given  on 
gathering  a comprehensive 
collection  of  Western  art. 
According  to  Deane,  no  real 
comprehensive  collection  has  ever 
been  made. 

At  present,  each  display  is  hung 
in  a gallery  for  one  month.  Deane 


feels  that  since  the  majority  of  the 
people  look  at  the  exhibits  during 
the  first  two  weeks  of  display,  the 
time  for  showing  of  each  exhibit 
will  be  cut  down  to  provide  for 
more  variety. 


Polynesians 
Show  Traits 
Of  Israelites 


BYU’s  heating  plant  will  receive 
a new  water  boiler  with  a capacity 
of  one  million  British  thermal 
units  (BTUs),  according  to  Sam  F. 
Brewster,  physical  plant  director. 

The  new  boiler  will  increase  the 
heating  plant’s  high-temperature 
water  capacity  to  2^h.  million 
BTUs.  With  the  exception  of 
Heritage  Halls,  which  is  heated  by 
steam,  all  buildings  on  campus  are 
heated  using  high-temperature 
water. 

Heating  plant  boilers  burn  coal 
from  the  LDS  Church-owned  coal 
mine  near  Orangeville,  Utah. 
Brewster  termed  the  coah  system 
“very  efficient”  and  said  that  it  is 
responsible  for  “very  little 
pollution.” 

Last  year,  the  heating  plant 
burned  28,05 1 tons  of  coal  during 
the  year.  On  a very  cold  day,  the 
plant  may  burn  as  much  as  150 
tons,  according  to  Brewster.

According  to  the  scriptures  and 
prophets  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  the 
Polynesians  are  of  the  House  of 
Israel  through  Joseph’s  son, 
Manassah.  They  are  descendants 
of  Lehi,  the  great  patriarchial 
father  of  the  people  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  who  came  from 
Jerusalem  with  his  family  and 
settled  in  America. 

Since  this  is  Polynesian  Week,  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  there 
are  still  some  remnants  of  Israelite 
ways  existing  in  their  culture. 
According  to  Abraham  Zebi 
Idelsohn,  a Jewish  musician  and 
an  authority  on  Jewish  music, 
there  are  many  similarities 
between  Jewish  and  Polynesian 
music  and  dances. 

Prominent  in  the  Israelite 
culture  are  the  dances  done  by  the 
men.  Often  the  men  display  their 
artistic  skills  by  throwing  and 
catching  burning  torches.  Similar 
to  this,  in  the  Polynesian  culture, 
are  the  Samoan  flaming  sword 
dance  and  the  Maori  dances  with 
burning  poi  balls. 

Idelsohn  points  out  that  for 
both  cultures,  music  is  taught  by 
oral  tradition  only,  and  is  in 
strophic  form,  i.e.  the  music  has 
several  verses.
